Joy came to many a Canadian home when 
it was announced that the bulk of the third 
Canadian division had crossed the ocean with 
out suffering harm. Hundreds of Canadian 
fliers and many corps troops were in the 
convoy which was one of the largest ever 
reaching British ’shores. The convoy carried 
$400,000,000 of weapons, ammunition and 
foodstuffs.

REV. D. WALKER 
PASSES AWAY 


Rev, Daniel Walker, a resident 
of Victoria for 23 years and for 
many years minister of the Gorge 
and Erskine Presbyterian 
Churches and the Christian and 
Missionary Alliance, passed away 
yesterday at the age of 82. 

Mr. Walker was born in Glas-[ 
gow and started preaching when 
he was 19, being associated at 
that time with Pastor D. J. Find- 
lay of St. George Cross Taber- 
nacle in Glasgow.

Fish do not have eyelids, and 
for a simple reason—they live in 
the water and the water -keeps 
their eyes moist. 

Most kinds of land animals 
have eyelids.

Four-eyed Fish 


Ordinary fish go into the air so 
seldom that they do not need lids 
to guard their eyes. Even the 
four-eyed fish, of which I shall 
speak today, has water close by; 
it dips its head often enough to 
clear the eyes which are kept in 
the open air. 

Four-eyed fish? Yes, that’s 
what they are called. They live 
down around South America, and | 
are among the wonders of the 
fish world, 

Four-eyed fish are from six to 
eight inches long. They live 
chiefly in salt water, but some- 
times go into rivers. One plaee 
where they are found is Surinam, 
or Dutch Guiana, the home of the 
Surinam toad and other strange 
form of life., 

In markets of Brazil, four-eyed 
fish are sold to housewives who 
take them home to cook. It may 
be that most of those housewives 
give little thought to the amazing 
kind of fish they buy. No other 
kind in the world has four eyes, 

From one point of view, we 
might say this fish has only one 
pair of eyes, with each one 
“double.” Yet a band of color cuts 
through on each side, and gives 
the eye the work of two. One 
looks downward, the other up- 
ward 

So the eyes on each side are 
separate, and the name of “four- 
eyed fish” can hardly be called a 
mistake, We may wonder why, in 
this special Nature made 
the eyes that way. 

The answer jis to be found in a 
certain fact: the fish has the 
habit of swimming and floating 
at the surface of the water. It 
needs to be able to look up and 
down at the same time. 

To see insects above the water, 
it needs eyes which look upward. 
These insects supply much of its 
food 

There are little “bugs” and 
other game to be obtained just 
under the surface of the water, 
and to see these the fish needs 
down-looking eyes.. Even more. 
important, fora fish so small, is 
the need of down-looking eyes to 
watch dangerous enemies which 
may want to seize it,

As the war 
is increasing the burden on the 
manufacturing  facili- 
ties this expedient of utilizing 
small units of production will be 
resorted to more and more. 

Example of subcontracting is 
seen in the substantial volume of 
business now being handled by 
the machine shops of the Cana- 
dian pulp and paper mills. These 
shops in normal times are oper- 
ated to maintain machines and 
equipment at the mills, How. 
ever, this only requires about 48 
hours a week—leaving machine 
tools free for other work for some 
96 hours in a six-day week. 

Since one of the delays in out- 
put of war supplies today is 
caused by lack of machine tools, 
the pulp and paper industry de- 
cided to mobilize: its machine- 
shop facilities and place all avail- 
able time at the disposal of war 
work. A special committee of 
the Canadian Pulp and Paper As- 
sociation known as the Wartime 
Machine Shop Board was formed 
to co-ordinate the different mills’
